YESTERDAY 
E J I STORY is something to think 
by—not to live by. Ifs the same 
way with Yesterday. Yesterdays are 
lessons Some of them were tough, 
some were confusing, and some were 
full of distress and streaked with 
a w ry and despair. But they all re­ 
m ain as Yesterdays — days th at 
will be no more. 
There are men who carry their 
offices everywhere they go 
Their 
problems literally hang from their 
shoulders like the old tin peddler’s 
tinw are of long ago. W hen a boy 
goes Into battle he is allowed only 
the lightest equipment. 
The person with a cleared mind 
has no trouble with big problems 
His best equipment of ideas, and all 
the courage in his heart, are set for 
a concentrated effort to solve the 
most difficult task at hand. His pro­ 
gress would be blocked with a dozen 
Yesterdays hanging from his mind. 
There isn't an inch of room in To­ 
day for Yesterday! 
In my business I never worry over 
an order that I lost Yesterday. I 
think only of the one th a t I hope 
to get Today—or another Today. 
T h at seems the efficient and sensible 
plan. 
There are those who keep talk­ 
ing about what caused the World 
W ar of a quarter of a century ago. 
Those causes cannot win the one 
Today. We have only its lessons. The 
ignoring of ifs lessons has had more 
to do with the inception of this 
second great tragedy than anything 
else. But that war was Yesterday! 
A great many people worry about 
mistakes th at they made Yesterday. 
W hen a small boy, I drove my pony 
and sleigh thru a bitter night to 
hear two famous men debate. One 
was a Congressman from Michigan, 
the other a former Governor from 
Kansas—John 
P. 
St. 
John. 
The 
Congressman got the first hour, in 
which he cynically tore his oppo­ 
nent apart. Then the scholarly and 
Governor 
came forward and made this state­ 
m ent, followed by great applause: 
•‘I would rather have been a M on­ 
key 20 years ago. and a M an now. 
than a Man then and a Monkey 
now!” Then he proceeded, ignoring 
all the abuse of his opponent. 
We live, not only by F aith in it­ 
self. but by Faith in Today—Faith 
in ourselves, and in our ability to 
m aster whatever Today presents. As 
I have so many times w ritten, there 
is no Yesterday Today!

in and about this Senate cham ber 
during the last several m onths, ugly 
and disturbing suspicions naturally 
appear. 
For m onths, this hall has been

own cause, and freely seeking help 
wherever it m ight be found. 
"The activities of these persons 
have been such as to greatly inter­ 
fere with the work of the Senators 
at their individual desks and have 
token away any privacy th a t m ight 
belong to the members of this body.”
